And  in  verse  3d,  we  are  told  that 
this  dragon  had  “seven  heads  and  ten 
horns.”  Does  not  this  sliovv  that  there  is  no 
difference  in  the  meaning  of  these  terms  ? 
and  that  they  are  tlie  same  heast  with  heads 
and  horns,  in  chapter  13  ?  I  low  then  can  he 
afliK  thesi!  heads  and  horns  to  the  Jews  wlio 
accused  Christ,  after  admitting  that  they  ap¬ 
ply  to  Rome  ?  We  admit  that  tlie  Jews  are 
called  serpents,  fcc.  in  Matthew  23,  yet 
these  terms  are  applied  to  dilferent  persons 
in  different  ages.  This  shows  that  there 
w'as  no  force  in  his  parallels.  In  line,  tlie 
12th  chapter  is  a  description  of  the  church 
of  Christ,  as  he  supposes  ;  but  not  confined 
to  three  literal  years  and  a  half,  but  extend¬ 
ing  to  as  many  dat/s  of  years,  or  through 
the  whole  reign  of  ibis  dragon,  beast  or  an¬ 
tichrist.  It  shows  also  that  (ihrist  will  fi¬ 
nally  overcome  them,  and  destroy  them  all. 

J.  W.  II.  continues,  “  Let  it  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  this  book  was  addressed  to  church¬ 
es  then  in  being,  and  that  those  churches 
are  always  addressed  as  being  intiiiiately 
concerned  in  these  evenfe,  not  as  corporate 
bodies  merely,  but  the  individuals  that  com¬ 
posed  them.”  Now  what  does  all  this  prove  ? 
If  the  book  was  addressed  to  Gent  ile  church¬ 
es  then  in  being,  it  devolved  upon  him  to 
show  how  those  believers,  as  individuals 
and  corporate  bodies,  were  more  intimately 
concerned  in  the  overthrow  of  the  Jews  than 
other  Gentile  Christians,  lie  adds,  “but 
what  immediate  concern  could  they  have 
with  the  overthrow  of  Popery,”  &,e.  An¬ 
swer.  The  seven  churches  of  Asia  were y<//- 
more  concerned  with  Popery  than  they  were 
with  the  Jews,  as  “all  Asia"  was  the  first 
to  “turn  unto  idols,"  and  those  churches 
were  the  fountain  head  of  the  Christian 
apostacy.  J.  W.  II.  occupies  nearly  a  co¬ 
lumn  in  repeating  all  the  texts  which  fix  the 
date  when  the  book  was  to  be  fulfilled  ;  but 
all  this  does  not  prove  that  one  sentenco  of 
the  book  refers  to  the  Jews.  He  says,  “  the 
very  title  of  the  book  given  in  the  three  first 
verses,  shows  its  purport  and  its  object.” 
“A  revelation  of  Jesus  (!ihrist,”  Uc.  To 
whom  1 — to  Gentiles ;  as  he  says  “  the  book 
then  commences ;  John  to  the  seven  chur¬ 
ches  in  Asia."  A  wonderful  proof  that  it 
alluded  to  the  Jews !  Now  those  texts  that 
apeak  of  the  time  of  its  fulfilment,  might 
denote  that  the  apostacy  had  already  com¬ 
menced,  teas  then  in  progress,  and  should 
continue  for  “ages  of  ages.”  Thus  John 
spake  of  past,  present  and  future  time ;  of 
“  things  that  shall  be  hereafter.”  We  might 
as  well  say  that  the  stream  has  no  connex¬ 
ion  with  the  fountain,  as  to  assert  that  those 
churchca  were  not  concerned  in  the  aposta¬ 
cy  of  Christians. 

J.  W.  H.  adds,  “I  shall  leave  the  sub¬ 
ject  here,  and  offer  some  reasons  for  believ¬ 
ing  that  we  are  to  understand  in  this  book 
by  the  earth,  Judea,  and  the  world,  Rome.” 
He  then  brings  forward  a  number  of  texts 
that  speak  of  important  events,  and  shows 
that  such  things  could  nut  be  said  of  Chris¬ 
tendom,  but  might  be  said  of  the  Jews.  My 


limits  will  nut  sufl'cr  me  to  notice  the  force 
(or  rather  want  of  force)  of  his  remarks.  I 
will  notice,  however,  but  one  statement. — 
“  Nor  couhl  it  be  said  the  Heathen  world 
w  ondered  after  Christendom  : — but  it  could 
be  said  tlnit  the  whple  Roman  empire  won- 
ihtred  at  her  (the  Jews)  ob>tinacy.”  Here 
j  he  uses  evtision  ;  for  no  one  ever  said  that 
the  Heathen  world  wondered  after  Chris¬ 
tendom,  but  that  the  world  wondered  alter 
Rome,  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  commit¬ 
ted  fornication  with  her.  Agafti,  J.  W.  H. 
contradicts  himself  when  he  says,  “  the 
whole  Roman  empire  wondered  at  her  ob¬ 
stinacy,”  for  he  had  just  before  made  the 
Jew  ish  city  ride  the  beast,  and  wonder  after 
Rome.  Thus  he  makes  Loth  wonder  alter 
each  other.  The  texts  he  refers  to  at  the 
bottom  are  taken  out  of  their  connexion, 
and  applied  in  a  manner  foreign  to  their 
plain  and  obvious  meaning.  They  stand 
connected  with  the  beast  and  his  image,  fcc. 
The  reader  will  please  examine  them. — 
“  Judea,”  says  he,  “was  called  the  earth, 
or  the  land  of  promise  by  way  of  destinc- 
tion  ;  this  is  admitted  by  commentators.” 
“  The  earth, /.’(c  land,  is  the  Lord's  and 
the  fulness  thereof ;  the  ivorld  and  all  that 
dwell  therein.”  “  The  muck  shall  irdicrit 
theearih,”  /.  e.  the  land,  tholandof  jiromisc, 
or  more  properly  the  promised  blessings  o( 
the  land.”  This  is  certainly  a  new  mode 
of  explaining  Scripture.  Did  our  Saviour 
and  the  apostles  inherit  the  land  of  Judea, 
or  the  temporal  blessings  of  the  land  ?  Does 
not  this  text  refer  to  all  the  meek  ?  Do 
they  inherit  the  blessings  of  that  land  ? — 
“  The  land  of  Judea  is  the  Lord's  and  the 
fulness  thereof,  (i.  o.  the  fulness  of  the  land) 
the  ivorld  (i.  e.  the  Roman  empire)  and  they 
that  dwell  therein.”  How  consistent !  Hut, 
as  he  tjuotes  this  text  from  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment,  we  will  help  him  to  more  of  such  proof 
that  the  word  earth  means  Judea.  Thus, 
“  Look  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved  all  the 
ends  of  the  earth,”  i.  e.  Judea,  .■\gain, 
“  All  the  ends  of  the  earth  (Judea)  shall 
remember  and  turn  unto  the  Lord.”  Again, 
“  In  thy  seed  shall  all  ‘  nations,’  ‘  families,’ 
and  ‘  kindreds,’ of  the  earth  be  blessed,” 
i.  c.  of  Judea.  This  explanation  would 
suit  the  Orthodox  exactly  ;  for  they  have 
contended,  with  J.  W.  H.  that  these  were 
temporal  blessings,  or  “  more  properly  the 
promised  blessings  of  the  land." 

Thus,  if  his  exposition  be  correct,  we 
must  apply  to  Jews  only,  hundreds  of  pas¬ 
sages  and  bright  promises  which  we  have 
applied  to  all  men.  Should  he  say  that  he 
did  not  mean  to  apply  these  texts,  I  ask,  why 
then  did  he  quote  from  the  Old  Testament 
to  prove  that  the  term  earth  in  the  Apoca¬ 
lypse  always  means  the  land  of  Judea? 
Again,  he  next  quotes  Rev.  i :  7,  “  And 
all  kindreds  of  the  earth  shall  wail  because 
of  him.”  He  translates  these  words  thus, 
“  And  all  the  tribes  of  the  land  shall  beat 
themselves  in  sorrow,”  i.  e.  the  tribes  of 
Judea.  But  it  says,  “all  kindreds  (not 
tribes)  of  the  earth.”  Will  he  say  that 
the  Greek  words  tes  ges,  show  that  the  text 
applies  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  of  Ju-  j 
dea  ?  Give  me  that  latitude  and  I  will  re- 1 


strict  the  promises  to  tliem  also.  Thus,  Acta 
iii :  25,  “  And  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  kin¬ 
dreds  of  the  earth  (tes  ges)  be  blessed.” — 
Does  the  term  kindreds  here  mean  the  Jews, 
and  the  terms  tes  ges,  the  land  of  Judea? 
Or  did  I’eter  mean  one  thing  and  John  an¬ 
other  by  the  use  of  these  terms?  But  J. 
W.  H.  committitd  a  great  mistake  when  he 
applied  the  above  verse  in  Rev.  i :  7,  to  the 
Jews,  after  admitting  that  “  the  three  frst 
chapters  relate  solely  to  the  seven  churches 
of  .Isia."  These  are  his  precise  words, 
expressive  of  his  own  opinion,  and  not  of 
commentators.  Now  if  they  related  solely 
to  those  churches  why  does  he  apply  a  part 
of  them  to  the  Jews.  Thus  contradictions 
crowd  upon  one  another. 

I  w  ill  admit  that  he  is  correct  when  he 
says  that  /le  ge  means  literally  the  landani 
tes  ges  the  inhabitants  of  the  land.  But  do 
these  terms  determine  what  land  is  designa¬ 
ted  ?  No  ;  this  must  be  determined  by  the 
context  or  subject.  They  may  apply  to  any 
land  and  its  inhabitants.  When  then  he 
contends,  from  the  literal  meaning  of  these 
terms,  that  they  must  refer  to  Judea,  he  uses 
sophistry  and  begs  the  very  question  at  issue. 
But  the  word  ge  has  a  more  extensive  sig¬ 
nification.  It  not  only  means  land,  ground, 
country,  but  the  earth,  (or  globe,)  and  also 
its  inhnbitarils,  or  all  mankind.  And  the 
term  kosmos,  also  means  our  planet,  called 
the  earth,  world,  or  globe,  and  its  inhabit¬ 
ants,  or  all  mankind.  Both  of  those  terms 
are  also  used  to  designate  the  nations,  king¬ 
doms  and  people  of  our  earth.  This  I  will 
show  by  his  mode  of  paralleling  Scripture. 
1st.  These  terms  denote  the  earth.  See 
Matt,  xxiv  :  35.  “  Heaven  and  earth  (ge) 

shall  pass  away.”  Did  this  mean  that  the 
land  of  Judea  should  pass  away  and  leave 
the  rest  of  the  globe  remaining  ?  It  is  bet 
ter  rendered  thus.  “  It  is  easier  for  heaven 
and  earth  to  pass  away.”  Again,  Lukev 
21.  “The  Son  of  Man  hath  power  on 
earth  (tes  ges)  to  forgive  sins,”  &,c.  Eph. 
i:  4.  “  From  the  foundation  of  the  world  ' 

(kosmou)—“  Love  not  the  world,”  (ton 
kosmon).  Once  more.  Rev.  xi  :  15.— 
“  The  kingdoms  of  the  world  (kosmos)  have 
lx?come  kingdoms  of  our  Lord,”  &ic.  i.  e. 
of  the  earth  or  globe. 

2d.  These  terms  are  used  to  denote  man¬ 
kind,  or  all  men.  Acts  xiii  :  47.  “I 
have  set  thee  to  be  a  light  of  the  Gentiles, 
that  thou  siiouldst  be  fur  salvation  unto  the 
ends  of  the  earth” — (tes  ges).  That  is,  to 
save  all  men.  Can  the  term  earth  here  be 
restricted  to  the  Jews  ?  Again,  “  Taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world,”  i.  e.  tou  kosmov, 
or  all  men.  “God  so  loved  the  world," 
ton  kosmon.  Hundreds  of  other  texts  might 
be  adduced,  but  our  limits  will  not  permit 
us  to  notice  them.  These  terms  being  con¬ 
vertible,  by  a  beautiful  figure  of  speech,  the 
earth,  or  world  is  put  in  the  place  of  men 
and  made  to  possess  passion  or  action.— 
Thus,  “  The  earth  mourneth,”  that  is,  the 
inhabitants  mourn.  “  The  icorW languish- 
etli,”  that  is,  the  people  languish.

MORE  TROUBLE.  j 

From  the  following  paragraph,  which  we 
copy  from  a  late  number  of  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  “  Presbyterian,”  it  would  seem  that 
the  Presbyterian  church  is  not  yet  destined 
to  enjoy  that  internal  quiet,  which  it  was  so 
ardently  hoped  would  be  the  result  of  the 
late  separation  of  the  Presbytery.  The  wa¬ 
ters  have  not  yet  found  their  level. 

We  learn  that  the  Pre-sbytery  of  Carlisle 
held  an  adjourned  meeting  on  the  27th  of 
June,  in  order  to  receive  and  act  upon  the 
report  of  the  committee,  appointed  to  exa¬ 
mine  and  report  upon  the  book  “  On  Rege¬ 
neration,”  lately  published  by  Rev.  G.  Duf- 
field.  The  committee  brought  in  a  detailed 
report  of  twelve  distinct  articles  of  error, 
deserving  in  their  judgment  the  serious  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Presbytery.  The  Pres- 
bytery,  with  the  exception  of  the  author 
and  two  other  brethren,  sustained  with  the 
utmost  unanimity  the  several  charges  of  the 
report;  finding  three  articles  censurable 
as  having  an  adverse  bearing  upon  essential 
points  of  doctrine,  and  all  the  others  erro¬ 
neous  and  contrary  to  the  standards  of  tlic 
Presbyterian  church.  Mr.  M'Kniglit  en¬ 
tered  his  dissent  upon  the  proceedings,  wc 
have  not  heard  on  what  grounds  :  Mr.  Duf- 
field  complained  to  the  Synod,  and  Mr. 
Dewitt  joined  them  both.  We  may,  there¬ 
fore,  venture  to  predict  that  tlie  next  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  will  have  an  opportunity  giv¬ 
en  them  to  retrieve  the  character  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  church  fur  soundness  of  the  faith, 
or  to  plunge  it  irrecoverably  into  the  in/a- 
m\j  of  protecting  error  and  trampling  upon 
its  own  standards.

DISGRACEFUL. 

The  following  scandalous  and  libellous  obitu¬ 
ary  wo  copy  from  the  Western  Recorder,  pub¬ 
lished  some  weeks  since — we  believe  it  appear¬ 
ed  originally  in  the  Baptist  Register — both  of 
this  city.

N.  Y..  on  Monday  the  ath  of  June, 
a  man  liy  llie  name  ot  Aaron  Kitts  cuuic  to 
his  end  by  a  fall  I'ruin  a  tree. 

This  man  was  once  a  professor  of  reli¬ 
gion.  He,  however,  soon  declined,  and 
gave  distressing  proofs  of  his  apostaey.  His 
habits,  for  some  time  past,  have  been  intem¬ 
perate,  and  for  sometime  be  bus  been  imbi¬ 
bing  tbc  doctrine  of  universal  salvation. — 
He  lately  returned  from  an  excursion  out  of 
town,  and  brought  with  him  a  number  of 
Universulist  tracts.  He  remarked  to  a 
neighbor,  that  the  Baptists  and  Presbyte¬ 
rians  were  all  wrong,  that  they  must  yield 
the  point  to  the  Universalists,  who  alone 
were  right,  and  that  be  intended  soon  to 
commence  preaching  the  doctrine  of  uni¬ 
versal  salvation.  In  the  aflerruMm  of  tlie 
day  on  wbicb  he  died,  be  was  at  a  neighbor's 
bouse,  and  on  account  of  bis  foolish  conduct, 
the  neighbor  suspected  and  charged  him 
witli  being  intoxicated,  w  hen  he  exclaimed, 
“May  I  be  in  hell  before  night,  if  I  have 
drunk  a  drop  of  whiskey  to-day !"  and  then 
added  “  But  there  is  no  bell !”  S^oon  alter 
be  returned  home  in  a  state  of  partial  intox¬ 
ication,  and  ascended  a  poplar  tree,  for  tlie 
purpose,  as  was  sufiposed,  of  delivering  bis 
harangue,  (what  he  called  preaching,)  and 
having  gained  a  lieiglit  of  from  30  to  40  feet, 
while  attempting  to  climb  still  higher,  lie 
exclaimed,  “  Baptists,  Presbyterians.  De- 
vilists!”  when  tlie  limb  wiiicli  be  held  with 
bis  bands  suddenly  broke,  be  fell  backwards 
headlong  upon  a  board  fence,  broke  bis  neck 
and  died  instantly,  leaving  a  melanelioly  ex¬ 
ample  of  intemperance  and  Universalisrn. 

Reader,  are  you  intemperate?  .\re  yon 
a  Universulist?  Ponder  well  these  facts. 
“  Verily  there  is  a  God  that  judgeth  in  tlie 
earth.”  It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall  into  the 
bands  of  the  living  God.”  “  He  that  being 
often  reproved,  and  bardenetli  his  neck, 
shall  suilderily  be  destroyed,  and  that  with¬ 
out  remedy.”

Dear  Sir — You  requested  information 
of  me,  confcrning  Mr.  Aaron  Kitts,  late  of 
this  town,  who  was  killed  last  spring  by  a 
fall  from  a  tree.  The  following  .statement 
of  the  facts  in  relation  to  him,  which  were 
derived,  partly,  from  my  own  observations 
during  the  time  of  my  acquaiiitaiiee  with 
him,  wbicb  was  about  two  years,  and  partly 
from  the  observations  of  his  neiglibors  who 
had  known  him  from  bis  youth,  may  be  re¬ 
lied  on  ns  authentic. 

Mr.  Kitts  was  a  man  who  did  not  possess 
an  extraordinary  degree  of  intelligence — he 
was  once,  however,  an  industrious  and  thri¬ 
ving  riieclianic,  a  member  of  tlie  Baptist 
eliiircl',  ill  this  place,  and  I  believe  he  was 
iilvvays  considered  at  heart  an  honest  man. 
He  became  intemperate  and  unhappy  in  his 
family — was  expelled,  or  set  aside  from  the 
ebureb,  not  for  entertaining  heretical  no¬ 
tions,  or  disbelieving  the  articles  of  faith 
adopted  liy  that  church  ;  but  for  irregulari¬ 
ty  of  conduct.  As  these  irregularities  in¬ 
creased  upon  him,  his  fits  of  inebrie  ty  were 
followed  by  spells  of  temporary  derange¬ 
ment  ;  during  which  he  manifested  much 
zeal,  would  say  a  great  deal,  but  appeared 
to  have  no  settled  notions  concerning  reli¬ 
gion.  It  was  during  one.  of  these  spells  of 
temporary  derangement,  that  he  ascended 
a  poplar  tree  in  order,  as  he  said,  to  preach, 
— the  limb  on  which  he  stood  gave  way, 
and  he  was  precipitated  to  the  ground  ;  his 
neck  being  broken,  he  expired,  instantly.  I 
do  not  know  what  conversation  passed  be¬ 
tween  him  and  his  wife,  or  between  him  and 
any  of  the  rest  of  his  family — he  was  not, 
liowever,  a  member  of  the  Universalist 
church,  nor  a  leading  member  of  any  socie¬ 
ty.  He  would  frequently,  when  deranged, 
or  in  bis  cups,  say  a  great  deal  about  reli¬ 
gion,  but  bis  language  was  incoherent,  and 
no  one  regarded  what  be  said.  Nor  was 
be.  as  I  can  learn,  a  subject  of  any  modern 
revival,  though  1  learned  be  had  attended 
siicli  meetings.  I  do  not  know,  however, 
that  they  had  the  least  ellect  upon  him.  I 
regret  exceedingly,  on  account  of  the  feel¬ 
ings  of  bis  family,  that  bis  name  should  be 
called  liefore  the  public — *•  That  his  frail¬ 
ties  should  be  drawn  from  their  dread 
alaide.”  Nor  would  I  be  drawn  into  the 
lists  of  religious  controversy  myself  without 
the  greatest  reluctance.  The  information  I 
have  given  you  was  received  from  men  of 
voracity — some  of  them  were  Presbyte¬ 
rians,  some  Baptists,  and  some  belonged  to 
no  religious  society.  All  of  them  made 
pretty  much  the  same  statement.

QUERY. 

How  much  longer  will  it  take  for  the  Ortho¬ 
dox  to  get  through  with  converting  the  letters  of 
the  alphabet  from  Universalism  to  Orthodoxy  1 
By  their  accounts,  each  of  those  honorable  cha¬ 
racters  (i.  e.  the  letters  of  the  alphabet)  has  been 
converted  scores  of  times ;  and  yet  it  would 
seem  that  they  will  never  have  done  with  them. 
We  judge  that  they  do  not  stoy  converted,  after 
all  the  extra  labor  that  has  been  spent  upon 
them.  It  is  true,  that,  now  and  then,  attempts 
have  been  made  to  convert  real  beings,  such  as 
men,  women  and  children,  and  accounts  of 
their  conversion  have  been  publishc'd  in  Ortho¬ 
dox  journals.  But  these  have  so  generally  and 
so  soon  been  proved  to  be  sheer  fabrications, 
false  narrations,  or  counterfeits,  that  their  mise¬ 
rable  authors,  in  despair,  as  it  would  seem, 
about  the  actual  conversion  of  any  human  beings 
from  Universalism  to  Orthodoxy,  have  at  last 
concluded  to  confine  themselves  in  these  ac¬ 
counts  almost  entirely  to  the  letters  of  the  alpha¬ 
bet.  But  to  give  a  little  ecliit  and  importance 
to  the  characters  which  they  convert,  they  gen¬ 
erally  prefix  to  the  letters  the  honorary  title  of 
“Mr.”  or  “Mrs.” — thus:  “Mr.  A.  of  the 
town  of  B.  and  Mrs.  C.  of  the  State  of  D.  were 
lately  converted  from  the  dangerous  and  fatal 
error  of  Universalism,”  &c.  &c.  Nowallthis 
goes  down  very  well  with  their  ignorant  and  su- 
)>erstilious  readers  who  have  not  intellect  enough 
to  remember  that  these  same  letters  have  been 
converted  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  times  be¬ 
fore.  It  is  true,  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  may 
need  as  many  conversions  as  Orthodox  members 
generally  need,  in  order  to  make  them  speak 
any  thing  like  Orthodoxy  when  the  Bible  is  at 
hand.  But  then  we  do  not  see  either  the  policy 
or  the  necessity  of  their  being  perpetually  enga¬ 
ged  in  publishing  and  republishing  these  hun¬ 
dred  times  told  tales  of  alphabetical  conversions. 
Will  some  of  the  Orthodox  journals  tell  us 
when  they  will  get  through  publishing  these  tales 
of  the  conrersion  of  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  9 
Had  they  not  better  begin  at  A,  and  go  careful¬ 
ly  through  to  Z,  and  be  done  xvith  it?
